Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water.  Eleven  parishes  in  the  district  have  a main 
water  supply  available  for  the  whole  or  a part  of  their  area 
and  the  majority  of  the  houses  are  connected  to  the  mains 
except  in  the  parishes  of  Ewhurst,  Chiddingfold  and 
Hambledon.  Since  1923  systematic  sampling  of  wells  has 
been  carried  out  in  the  Parishes  where  main  supply  is 
available.

Dry  house  refuse  is  removed  by  contractors  in  the 
parishes  of  Bramley,  Cranleigh,  Chiddingfold,  Shalford, 
and  Witley. 

Earth  closet  pails  are  emptied  twice  weekly  by  con- 
tractors in  Witley,  Chiddingfold,  and  in  the  outlying  parts 
of  Bramley  and  Shalford. 

The  Council  is  undertaking  the  removal  of  house 
refuse  by  direct  labour  with  motor  lorry  for  the  parishes 
of  Bramley  and  Shalford  during  1926.

These  inspected  during  year.  The  sanitary  conditions 
are  attended  to  fairly  well.  The  water  supply  of  some  is 
from  wells — not  always  a good  one.  None  was  closed 
during  the  year.

(a)  Milk  Supply  : — 

Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolidation)  Act,  1915.

The  standard  of  the  milk  supplied  in  the  district  is 
very  good,  18  samples  were  taken  for  analysis  under  the 
above  Act  for  Tubercle,  Blood,  Pus,  Dirt,  etc.  No 
Tubercle  Bacilli  were  found  in  any  of  the  samples  analysed, 
and  the  bacteria  count  was  very  satisfactory,  as  in  one 
case  only  was  excess  of  bacteria  found.  This  farm  was 
visited  and  advice  given  as  to  action  necessary  to  improve 
methods  of  production.  A sample  taken  two  months  later 
was  found  to  be  satisfactory.

No  licences  have  been  granted  for  the  sale  of  milk 
under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1923,  and  no 
graded  milk  is  produced  in  the  district.

Twenty-one  applications  were  received  for  registration 
during  the  year,  these  were  all  granted  after  any  necessary 
improvements  had  been  completed. 

396  visits  were  made  to  dairies  and  cowsheds,  many 
of  these  took  place  during  houis  of  milking  and  as  much 
as  possible  is  done  to  encourage  clean  methods  'of  milk 
production. 

Eleven  new  cowsheds  were  built  during  the  year  (in 
most  cases  to  re-place  existing  unsatisfactory  buildings). 

New  floors  and  improvements  were  made  to  23  cow- 
sheds. 

(b)  Meat  : — 

Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924. 

These  Regulations  and  the  desirability  of  inspecting 
as  many  as  possible  of  the  animals  slaughtered  in  the 
district,  haaHconsiderably  increased  the  work  of  the  In- 
spector ; it  is  of  course  not  possible  for  him  to  inspect  all 
animals  slaughtered  in  such  a wide  area,  but  as  many 
visits  as  possible  are  made  during  the  hours  of  slaughtering. 
If  notification  is  received  from  a slaughter  house  occupier 
that  any  carcase  or  organs  show  signs  of  disease  or 
abnormal  condition,  an  immediate  inspection  is  made.

Several  lots  of  diseased  and  unsound  meat  were 
examined,  and  the  following  carcases,  etc.,  were  found  to 
be  unfit  for  food  and  were  voluntarily  surrendered  by  the 
owners  for  destruction  : — 

Five  carcases  of  beef. 

Three  carcases  of  pork. 

Four  carcases  of  sheep. 

One  hind  quarter  of  chilled  beef. 

Various  internal  organs  (lungs,  liver,  kidneys,  etc). 

There  are  in  the  district  33  shops  where  meat  and  fish 
are  sold  by  retail,  and  one  meat  stall. 

Three  retail  shops  were  cleansed  and  re-decorated 
throughout,  and  two  cases  were  noted  where  the  sanitary 
convenience  had  a direct  access  to  the  room  used  as  a 
meat  store.  These  have  been  altered. 

Notice  to  comply  with  the  Regulations  was  served  on 
the  occupier  of  the  meat  stall.

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Arrangements  for  Disinfection  and  Disinfestation. 

Persons  suffering  from  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  and 
enteric  fever,  are  removed  to  the  Woodbridge  Isolation 
Hospital  at  Guildford,  by  arrangement  with  the  Joint 
Hospital  Board,  Bedding  and  other  infected  articles  are 
also  removed  for  steam  disinfection  at  the  Hospital. 

Removal  of  patients  and  bedding  is  carried  out  by  the 
Hospital  Authorities  by  motor  ambulance. 

All  rooms  recently  occupied  by  persons  suffering  from 
any  infectious  disease  are  disinfected  by  spraying  with  a 
dilute  solution  of  formaldehyde.  Disinfectant  fluid  is 
supplied  for  cleansing  the  rooms  after  disinfection. 

A sanitary  survey  of  all  infected  premises  is  made.

Disinfectants  are  supplied  free  for  cleansing  purposes 
after  infectious  disease,  and  in  certain  other  cases  where 
cleansing  or  disinfestation  is  necessary.
